NEW YORK WANTS 


BURNG IN FORGERY 


State Will Put in Claim 
If Georgia Extradition 
Is Refused by Moore. 


The state of New York Saturday 
served notice that it will put in a 
claim for Robert Elliott Burns in the 
event he is successful in his efforts to 
defeat attempts to extradite him from 
New Jersey to Georgia, where he 


escaped a second time while serving a 


sentence for highway robbery. 

This was learned when Inspector 
Joseph Donovan, of the New York 
city police, announced that Burns is 
wanted in that state for forgery. He 
is alleged to have jumped a bond of 
$1,500 after his arrest, shortly after 
he made his first escape from a Geor- 
gia chain gang in 1921. 

As this ghost of Burns’ past rose 


‘to harass him in his latest bid for 


liberty, Governor A, Harry Moore, of 
New Jersey, the state in which Burns 
is now held, announced that he would 
conduct a hearing at 2 o'clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon on the requisition of 
the state of Georgia asking his return 
to the Troup county chain gang, from 


which he made his second escape in, 


September, 1930. 
Admits Book Exaggerated. _ 

And in Atlanta the prison commis- 
sion announced that the muchly pub- 
licized former fugitive had admitted 
since his arrest in Newark early 
Thursday morning that his book, “I 
Am a Fugitive From the Georgia 
Chain Gang,” was exaggerated for 
dramatization purposes and that, ac- 
cording to Burns’ own statement, the 
film company which made the book 
into a featured picture overdramatized 
the book. 

This statement came from Judge 
Vivian L. Stanley, secretary of the 
commission, who said it had been re- 
ported to him that Burns admitted 
these exaggerations to newspapermen 
and police in his cell in the Newark 
city jail, where he is being held pend- 
ing the ontcome of the fight for his 
return to Georgia. Judge Stanley was 
responding to a letter addressed to 
The Constitution by Dr. FE.

for the year to $1,142.473.015 on Dee 


_cember 15, placing $418,764,000 in the 
sinking fund for public debt retire- 


ment. 

On that date the government had 
collected from .°! sources $876,693.402 
and had spent $2,019.166.417. Secre- 
tary Mills in his annual report to 
congress estimated that the present 
year would end in June with a def- 
icit of $1,644,344,757, if the payment 
to the sinking fund was made. 

By December 15 last year the def- 
icit was $1,252,631,150. By the end

WARSAW, Poland, Dec. 17.— 
(>)}—Compensating trade policies al- 
most like barter, have been inaugu- 
rated by the Polish government in 
an effort to obtain more South 
American business for Polish steel 
mills. 

The first result of the new ar- 
rangement was an order for §60.,- 
“99 tons of rails for export to Bra- 
zil. 

In return for this order Poland 
will center the import of coffee in 
one organization, so that the coffee 
business may be directed to coun- 
tries which in turn buy Polish 
goods.

a new book appearing in Vienna this| psychoanalysis and, in the final chap- 


week, vigorously defends the scientific 
status of psychoanalysis. 

He raps the knuckles of novelists 
and conversationalists who wisecrack 


about the study, and asserts the opin- 


ion that the scientific world will soon 
be compelled to take telepathy—- 
thought transference—more seriously. 


While warning his reader that he 
is not yet ready to say that telepathy 
has been proved or that he himself 
is entirely convinced of its validity, 
Dr. Freud cites abundant material 
drawn from psychoanalysis, which he 
says ‘tends to substantiate theories 
of thought transference. 

The volume is entitled “A New Se- 
ries of Introductory Lectures on 
Psychoanalysis.” It contains seven 
chapters written in lecture form, but 
never intended to be delivered from 
the rostrum. 

The book opens as though Dr. Freud 
were standing before those who heard 
his Fs genaaict a sd lectures in May, 
1917. 

In 254 pages. he discusses revision 
of the dreax 


theory, dreams and the’ his 


ter. religious and intellectual nihilism 
and bolshevism. 

Dr. Freud analrzes the present eco 
nomic crisis as the price the world is 
naving for the latest tremendous con- 
quest over nature—namely, aviation. 
The World War became possible, the 
eminent psychologist explained, when 
Bleriot flew over the English chan- 
nel, and became inevitable when Ger- 
many developed a Zeppelin capable of 
flying over Britain. 

The phychologist said, in the inter- 
view, that he views the soviet regime 
as a gigantically daring attempt to 
remake the social order. He fears, 
however, the future may show 
this attempt was made too soon.

| At the Longview field headquarters 
it was estimated that 90 per cent’ of 
ithe 9,300 wells had been shut in 
and the remaining 10 per cent would 
he closed down voluntarily as soon as 
the commission's order was delivered 
to those in charge. 

The commission acted to permit its 
engineers to gauge bottom hole pres- 
sure of the wells and obtain other 
scientific data needed for considerae- 
tion at a hearing for December 
"S$, when  proration and operation 
‘problems worrying all the Texas fields 
would be with those in- 
terested ln production.

Now that all 
our basic commodities are below the 
cost of production it is time for the 
“big writers” to quit preaching “back 
to the farm” and advocate government 
purchases and reforestation of many 
of our less productive farms, before 
the government is broke taking over 
railroads that will soon be obsolete.

ed for cotton production, and since the | 


advent of the boll weevil our cost 
of production has been increased 300 
per cent, and as I see it the only way 
for us to ever retrieve our monopoly 
on cotton is for congress to pass a 
“holiday bill” disguised as a quaran- 
tine act. WScientists tell us the elim- 
ination of one crop will destroy the 
weevil; certainly this is better than 
for us to continuously waste our en- 
ergy and impoverish our lands and 
finally become charges of the states. 
I can produce cotton profitably at 
» cents a pound with no weevil and 
with him the cost is 15 cents to 20 
cents a pound. 

There are other national laws that 
1 have the 
benefit of; one is to deflate the valne 
of our medium of exchange. 
its present valuation the farmer has 
to pay $5 to cancel $1 worth of debt. 
especially if the debt is two vears 
old. With a deflation you would see 
capitalists rush for investment, even 
in land that is visible and taxed to 
the limit. It doesn’t take any Moses 
to understand that our world panic 
caused by nothing more than a 
great unequal distribution of funds. 

Every country has as great a per 
capita of wealth as prior to the war: 
during the war manufacture of gun- 
powder, guns, ships, trucks, tractors. 
food, clothing; in fact everything, 
greatly increased. Builders of can- 
tonments got cost plus 10 per cent 
and they didn’t care what it cost. 
The millionaire became a multi-mil- 
lionaire. Now that this war cost is 
to be paid for, the capitalist is hoard- 
ing and hiding-his money and he 
doesn’t even want to make an in- 
come for fear it will be taxed and cer- 
tainly he would not be fool enough to 
buy visible property. 

As I see it the only way to re- 
store a business equilibrium is to de- 
flate the value of money and tax in- 
comes only for such a period of time 
as will give us a more equal distribu- 
tion of wealth. This is fair as long 
as we have people suffering for food 
and raiment. When we have a great- 
er surplus of all commodities in this 
as well as other countries than ever 
before. If there is no logic in this it

Of the 161 counties listed in the 
1930 report 61 have less than 10,000 
people within their boundaries. 

The area of the smallest county, 
Clarke, is 114 square miles. If it were 
in the form of a square either side 


would be Jess than 11 miles in length. | 


Burke county, the largest, has an 
area of 956 square miles. That is less 
than 382 miles long on each side. 

There are 136 counties in the state 
with areas of less than 500 square 
miles. The perpendicular distance 
across each would be less than 23 
mies. 

If 50 counties were absorbed by the 
remaining 111 each ‘of the 111 
counties would have an area of 5. « 
square miles. If they were square in 
shape each county would be less than 
24 miles across from side to side. 

If the 50 poorer counties were dis- 
sotved there would be an annual sav- 
ing of $1,250,000, if the very low 
estimate of $25,000 was considered as 
the average annual expenditure of 
each county in question. 

And why shouldn't this be done on 
a much larger scale? There are. num- 
ber of counties with inadequate court- 
houses, poor road maintenance equip- 
ment, inadequate prison facilities, in- 
adeguate tax resources, numerous 
higniv paid county officials, and nu- 
mecous other handicaps.

It is too obvious 
that in both rich and poor, large and 
smail counties there is too much graft, 
simple, compound and complex, too 
much dominance on the part of local 
political rings, too much local patron- 
age, ana too much morbid desire for 
local identity and recognition. 

In one of his books concerning the 
southern states Dr. Edwin Mims. o# 
Vanderbilt University, suggested this 
conclusion: “Virginia was the foun- 
tain head of constructive statesmanship 


during the formative years of our na- 


tion’ history. Georgia statesmen took 
the lead in reconstruction following 
the terrible ravages of the Civil War, 
hut now Georgia has lost her leader- 
ship.” And God knows now is the 
time for our leaders to assert them- 
selves in all unselfishness in behalf 
of our state and in behalf of the part 
it should play in the nation. I am 
hoping that the incoming administrr- 
tion will give evidences of heroie en- 
deavor and noble purposes.

What Cut Will Do. 

The direct result of this proposed 
further reduction of 1.743 men in the 
enlisted strength of the marine corps 
results mathematically as follows: 

For the normal duties of the marine 
corps, considering reduced comple- 
ments of ships at sea, naval stations, 
and other naval and marine corps ac- 
tivities, will require 12.629, which 
number deducted from the proposed 
strength of 13,600, leaves but 971 
enlisted men available for distribution 
to the training stations .at Quantico, 
San Diego and Parris Island. This 
available force is further reduced by 
short-time men who cannot be count- 
ed upon for general service. 

The immediate result of such a sit- 
uation will be the closing of all ma- 
rine activities at Parris Island, S. C., 
and the reduction of the force on duty 
at Quantico, Va., and San Diego, Cal., 
two training stations, to 485 men 
each. This number, which will include 
newly enlisted men under instruction 
in the rudiments of military duty, will 
be inadequate for any further purpose 
than to prevent the utter deteriora- 
tion of the material at these two sta- 
tions, 

All training and instruction in the 

marine corps, except such as can be 
with small detachments, will 
cease, and the marine corps thereby 
suffer immeasurably in its military 
character. 
_ The marine corps will be incapable 
in a national emergency of repeating 
its service to the country during the 
World War, when upon a nucleus of 
17,500 men, the corps quickly expand- 
ed and ultimately trained, organized. 
and indoctrinated a force of 90,000 
with the spirit of the marine corps, 
which record in that World War 
speaks for itself. 

The general board of the navy 
placed the strength of the corps in 
peace-time at the minimum of 21.000

sons of economy in national expendi-

When a bull is in a herd he is comparatively even-tempered, Dut let 
him be separated irom his companions and he immediately becomes a 
killer. {if a bull is cut off trom the herd as it ts being driven through a 
town on the way to the arena he will attack anything in sight—man, 
beast, or moving object. It is said that bulls have been known to take up 
a position on a railroad track and charge an approaching iocomotive. 

Although bullfighting has reached its greatest development in Spain, 
it is popular in Mexico as welPk There is a limited amount of bullfighting 
done in France, but the pastime has not much standing there. 

Most of the best fighters are Spanish, but the United States has pro- 
duced one who is rated among the best and most courageous in the pro- 
fession. That one is Sidney Franklin, who was born in Brooklyn and 
who attended Columbia university.

The Mystery of the Stamese Buddha—A Gift That Gave Forth the Odor of the Datura, or Death 
Flower of the Far East—A Strange Riddle, Solved Later Amid the

O ME, Bangkok, the capital 
of Siam, is the most heau- 
tiful piace in the world. Of 
course, it is tawdry when 

you are led close enough to see 
that the scintillating pagodas are 
Oniy inlaid with bits of colored 
glass and china On the other 
hand, where you pass between 
rows of giant, golden birds under 
carved roofs hung with a thous- 
and bells, when you watch yollow- 
robed priests reading their brev- 
jaries beside a jewelled minaret 
with @ongs sounding from a 
thicket of jasmine, when you see 
the famous Emerald Buddha 
throned in a temple of jade amidst 
glittering life-sized goddesses, you 
lose your head a little and wonder 
if it is all a dream induced by too 
much beetle nut! 

The very first day we arrived, 
we raided the Chinese bazar 
which is redolent of very conceiv- 
abie spice and hung with orange 
lanterns. Amidst the half naked 
crowd, the fierce delight of bar- 
gaining took possession of us 
and we hardly noticed that we'd 
been joined by an amiable sec- 
retary from the legation until we'd 
spent all our money and most of 
his! 

It was nearly three o'clock when 
the lust for painted ricebowls and 
bronze water buffalo was overcome 
by hunger. The amiable secre- 
tary, clean-shaven, neatly-brushed 
and altogether correct, gave us 
lunch in a Chinese restaurant. 
We ate shark’s fins, fungus, and 
decayed birds’ eggs which had 
been buried in slime. The table- 
cloth looked like a battle field 
after *three pairs of chopsticks 
had been wielded for an _ hour, 
but a triple alliance had been 
cemented. 

Thereafter, we traveled about 
the country together, the secre-

Banekok for Cochin China. Our 
departure was not unmixed with 
humor, for our friends insisted 
on presenting us with the most 
curious parting gifts. A merchant 
was, with difficulty. prevented 
from ciying us gallons and gallons 
of filtered water as a protection 
against enteric in the forests of 


Cambodia. The French Legation 
pressed upon us the services of 
the nicest little vice consul who 


entertained us with humorous ac- 
counts of his affairs of the heart 


until the roll of the tramp sent 
him hastily below. 

At last moment the amiable 
secretary appeared with something 
wrapped in red cotton. It was 
large and it was heavy. 

“IT thought that I should have 
to keep him all my life—” said 
the diplomat, hot and embarrassed 
in spite of such admirable sleek 
hair and the steel grey eyes which 
were not as young as they ought 
to be.

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Pyramidal Arbervitae. 


good reasons why the family is 
used so generally. In the first 
place, there are a number of dif- 
ferent types that lend themselves 
to various uses in the landscaping 
of the home. In the~second place, 
they are remarkably easy to grow. 
Lastly, and because of the second 
reason, they are very reasonably 
priced, as a general rule. 

In order that your arborvitaes 
may do their best, they should be 
planted properly, a rather simple 
thing if a few natural rules are 
followed. The arborvitaes are 
usually dug with a ball of earth 
around their roots, this being done 
in order that they may be trans- 
planted with a minimum amount 
of danger of losing the plant. 
First, place the plant where you 
think it is needed, and then look 
at it from all angles and dis- 
tances, to see that it is in the 
proper place. After this has been 
done to your satisfaction, mark 
the spot and dig the hole. 

The hole shoud be about one 
foot larger than the ball of the 
plant and also about one foot 
deeper than the ball. This is im- 
portant so that the little roots 
will have soft, mellow ground in 
which they may grow without any 
trouble. Fill in the bottom foot 
with some good, rich top soil, in 
which there has been mixed a 
couple of handfuls of bone meal 
or a shovel full of well-rotted 
stable manure. 

The plant should be set in the 
hole about one inch deeper than 
it was in the nursery. This is very 
easy to determine, as there will 
be discolorations apparent. After 
the tree is set in the hole, but 
before the dirt is filled in, take 
another trip around the immedi- 
ate neitmhborhood and be sure that 
the tree is straight, and, also that 
its “best foot is forward.” This is 
rather important, since one side 
is always much better than any 
other. After all of these prelimi- 
naries have been attended to, cut 
the burlap away from the neck of 
the plant and fold the burlap 
back. It is not necessary to remove 
the burlap as it will rot in a very 
short time and the only reason 
for removing it at all is so that 
the moisture may get to the roots 
with a minimum of trouble. 

Fill the hole with some more 
good top soil, packing it tightly 
as it is shoveled in, by tramping 
or by filling the hole with water 
a couple of times. This second 
method, the water method, is 
probably the better, as the plant 
should be watered thoroughly as 
soon as it is planted. 

After the hole has been filled 
and the earth packed firmly about 
the plant, leave the top of the 
ground covered with loose earth, 
or better than that, mulch it with 
a mixture of peat moss, be 2 meal 
and sheep manure. The proper 
proportions for this mulch is about 
one bale of peat moss, 50 pounds 
of bone meal and 100 pounds of 
sheep manure. Of course, the pro- 
portion may be cut down to any 
amount necessary. It is best to 
figure on approximately five 
pounds of the mixture to each 
plant. If you have some well- 
ed ones. The conifers that have 
been growing for several years 
Should be fertilized and cultivated 
about three times a year. This 
should be done late in the winter, 
the middle of the summer—Au- 
gust—and in the middle of the 
fall. Now, is an excellent time to 
do the late winter work on them. 
With a hoe, work the top soil for 
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her offspring when in_ trouble. 
I've learned a_ reversible rule:

Choose the Proper Type. 


Berckman’s golden arborvitae is 
the most desirable of all the dwarf 
evergreens for a number of dife 
ferent reasons, and for use in @ 
number of different situations, 
and. for many different purposes, 
It is probably one of the best for 
urns, tubs and boxes, as well as 
for general landscape use. This 
plant is very compact, rounded ia 
Sh..pe and the foliage is a bright, 
light green, shading and deepen- 
ing at the surface of the plant to 
a bright golden green. The plant 
will in time reach a height of 
five or six feet, but this takes 
years and years of -growth. The 
plant may be sheared. It grows 
easily in full sun or partial shade. 

The arborvitaes may be Jivided 
roughly into two groups: The 
orientalis and the occidentalis, 
The occidentalis type, or Ameri- 
can, as it is sometimes called, ig 
of open growth with short hori- 
zontal, flat pressed branches. The 
foliage has a most pleasing fra- 
grance when mashed between the 
hands. The orientalis, or Chinese 
arborvitae, is more compact, with 
flattened, upright branches. This 
is the type most commonly used, 
and it will do unusually well in 
the south. In fact, the occiden- 
talis is not used a great deal south 
of Macon, although both of them 
are perfectly satisfactory in At» 
lanta. 

The American arborvitae grows 
tall, is inclined to be rather py- 
ramidal in habit of growth, but 
may be sheared to give a broader 
base if it is so desired. This plant 
will ultimately reach a height of 
15 feet, although this is a bit 
unusual, except in almost ideal 
situations. 

The Globe arborvitae, so named 
because of its habit of growth, 
belongs to the same family as the 
American arborvitae. This plant 
is mostly used for urns, boxes and 
tubs, or for front row landscape 
planting. The plant seldom reaches 
a height to exceed three or four
